tinues Sword Foundation 
Nonprotit Recognition

We knew that our friends across 
the land would want to rejoice 
with us regarding the outcome of 
a recent examination of the non- 
profit status of the Sword of the 
Lord Foundation by the United 
states Treasury Department. The 
United States Treasury Depart- 
ment has continued the recogni- 
tion of the Sword Foundation as 
a bona fide nonprofit corporation 
for the purpose of getting out 
the Gospel. 

For many years Dr. Rice opera- 
ted The Sword of the Lord as an 
unincorporated business for the 
sole purpose of getting out the 
Gospel around the world. He pour- 
ed literally thousands of dollars 
into the _ publication of THE 
SworD OF THE LorRD and the dis- 
tribution of books published by 
him. Soon other workers came to 
help in the job of getting out the 
Gospel and the work grew and 
expanded. Annually thousands of 
dollars in free literature were giv- 
en away and many,- many souls 
were saved, 


In 1947 it seemed wise to form 
a nonprofit corporation to guar- 
antee the continuation of this soul- 
winning work and to enjoy some 
of the privileges rightly belong- 
ing to a work operated solely for 
the purpose of getting out the 
Gospel and not for making money. 
The corporation was formed and 
Dr. and Mrs. Rice deeded over 
thousands of dollars worth of 
stock, office machines, building 
and fixtures to this new nonprofit 
corporation. 


In 1949 the Sword of the Lord 
Foundation was recognized by the 
federal government as being a 
bona fide tax-exempt and non- 
profit organization for the purpose 
of getting out the Gospel. In com- 
ing to this decision the govern- 
ment recognized that Dr. Rice re- 
ceives no salary as editor of 
THE SWORD OF THE LORD nor for 
his many other duties here at the 
office in Wheaton, and that he

“And lest I should be exalted 
above measure through the abun- 
dance of the revelations, there 
was given to me a thorn in the 
flesh, the messenger of Satan to 
buffet me, lest I should be exalted 
above measure. For this thing I 
besought the Lord thrice, that it 
might depart from mie. And he 
said unto me, My grace is suf- 
ficient for thee: for my strength is 
made perfect in weakness. Most 
gladly therefore will I rather 
glory in my infirmities, that the 
power of Christ may rest upon me.

Thank God, all the reproaches, 
all the infirmities of the flesh and 
spirit, all the necessities and pov- 
erty, all the persecutions, all the 
trials, are nothing but trifles for 
the abundant grace of God! God 
can do anything but fail. Man’s ex- 
tremity is God's’ opportunity. 
Man’s infirmity simply makes an 
open door for God’s blessing, if the 
man but trusts Him. Oh, the abun- 
dant, amazing grace of God! That 
grace, freely available, day and 
night, for the Christian is always 
sufficient. 

The grace of God in forgiving, 
in giving a new chance, in giving 
strength for weakness, in over- 
coming the circumstances, is such 
a basic strength that every Chris- 
tian may live in constant victory.

3. God Gives Daily Light for 
Our Daily Walk

ship, daily cleansing, daily joy, 
daily light, we have blessed prom- 
ises. In I John 1:3-7 we are given || 
these comforting words: 

“That which we have seen and 
heard declare we unto you, that | 
ye also may have fellowship with | 
us: and truly our fellowship is 
with the Father, 
Jesus Christ. And these things) | 
write we unto you, that your joy 
may be full. This then is the mes- 
sage which we have heard of him, 
and declare unto you, that God is 
light, and in him is no darkness at 
all. If we say that we have fellow- 
ship with him, and walk im dark- 


ness, we lie, and do not the truth: | 


But if we walk im the light, as 
he is in the light, we have fellow- 
ship one with another, and the 
blood of Jesus Christ his Son 
cleanseth us from all sin.” 

This passage is given to teach a 
Christian to have daily fellowship 
with the Father and with His Son 
Jesus Christ. John. says, “And 
these things write we unto you, 
that your joy may be full.” Oh, 
the daily, abundant, overflowing 
joy which a Christian may have, 
promised in these verses! 

It is true that if we walk in 
darkness, fellowship will be brok- 
en. But, “if we walk in the light, |. 
as he is in the light, we have fel- 
lowship one with another, and the 
blood of Jesus Christ his Son 
cleanseth us from all sin.” 

We learn here a blessed lesson. 
A Christian can have daily light 
on his path. He can know ahead of 
time and avoid the stones and_pit- 
falls in the road. A Christian is 
not left alone, compelled to stum- 
ble in ignorance and weakness in 
a wicked world, attacked by Sa- 
tan, and misled by his own carnal 
nature.

has regularly refused to accept 
thousands of dollars he. would 
rightfully earn annually in roya- 
lities from his books sold. The 
Sword of the Lord Publishers pays 
royalties to our other authors, 
but Dr. Rice has refused to touch 
a penny of what could rightfully 
be his. Also entering into the de- 
cision was the fact that employees 
here at the Sword of the Lord 
work for very modest salaries in 
order that the Gospel may be got- 
ten out as economically as pos- 
sible. Then, too, the Sword of the 
Lord has regularly through the 
years given away so many thou- 
sands of dollars of free literature 
every year that there is actually 
no money left over that could be 
called profit at the end of the 
year. Naturally we were delighted 
when the government recognized 
the Sword Foundation as a tax- 
exempt, nonprofit corporation in 
1949. 


We understand that through the 
years there has been some abuse 
of the privileges of a tax-exempt 
organization by some nonprofit 
groups. One secular school, for 
instance, was operating a large 
macaroni factory in competition 
with other macaroni factories 
which paid regular’ taxes on their 
business, thereby giving the school 
macaroni factory a distinct ad- 
vantage in a business way. In or- 
der to prevent such unfair prac- 
tices continuing Congress adopted 
a new tax law and sweeping in- 
vestigations were made of many 
nonprofit organizations through- 
out the country. The Sword of the 
Lord Foundation together with a 
number of other fine Christian 
organizations was required to a- 
gain prove their true tax-exempt 
status. Though we had not chan- 
ged any of our methods of opera- 
tion nor changed our goals in 
the slighest, yet we had to furnish 
new proof that we were entitled 


, to our nonprofit status which the 


government had already recogniz- 
ed in 1949. 

Actually, it would have been a 
very serious thing for us had the 
new investigation not found us 
tax exempt and truly nonprofit. 
Our many good friends across the 
nation who regularly send in gifts 
for our subscription gift fund for 
ministers and missionaries, for our 
building fund, and for. our free 
literature fund would no longer be 
able to claim their gifts to us as 
deductible from their income tax. 
Other friends who have included 
The Sword of the Lord Foundation 
in their wills or legacies would 
not be able to do so and claim 
the gifts as being tax-free. Then, 
too, since the Sword of the Lord is 
nonprofit we have been receiving 
a special postal rate for the mail- 
ing of THE Sworp. Had the feder- 
al government removed our tax 
exemption we would also have 
been forced to pay real estate 
taxes and other taxes which we 
are not now required to pay. 

Our very fine attorney, Mr. 
Jacob Stam of Paterson, N. J. 
took the matter up with the tax 
department in Washington, D. C. 
He showed the authorities that 
the Sword of the Lord Foundation 
had not changed one whit from 
its original purpose and that it 
was operated exactly the same 
as when our tax exemption had 
been granted in 1949. A represen- 
tative of the Treasury Depart- 
ment examined all of our finanical 
reports and business records for 
the past few years. After his re- 
port was turned in at Washington 
the matter lay for months with 
no decision. 

Now, finally, a letter has come 
from the Treasury Department in 
Washington again recognizing that 
the Sword of the Lord Foundation 
is truly a nonprofit corporation 
and entitled to all the privileges 
of a tax-exempt organization. 
Here is a section of the letter from 
the office of Commissioner of In- 


The good, faithful, 
Christian people in all parts of 
the world receive all kinds of 
appeals from all kinds of people. 
Many of these appeals are worthy 
and should be answered. Some of 
them may not be worthy, and so 
many Christians do not know 
what to do. Personally, we receive 
letters from people wanting finan- 
cial help for causes, and we cannot 
always tell whether we _ should 
always help these causes. We are 
dealing square with you. We do 
not want all of the money that 
you Christian people can give to 
good causes. We do feel, on the 
basis of what under God we have 
been able to do through the con- 
tacts of Bob Jones University, 
that we have a right to ask you 
to help us; and we are offering 
you three opportunities. 


First: We are carrying a Gospel 
missionary program into many 
parts of the world. All the money 
that comes into the missionary 
fund gets to the mission field and 
is used for the direct spread of 
the Gospel. There is no modernism 
connected with it. It is out and out, 
through and through, up and down 
a soul-winning Gospel program. 
Second: We need money to help 
students in Bob Jones University 
who are not ‘able to pay all of 
their expenses. We have never 
knowingly turned away from the 
University any student that we 
were willing to accept because 
that student needed some help in 
order to train for Christian work.

We 
are building another large girls’ 
dormitory. We are building a fine 
arts building, not only to help with 
our music and speech but to re- 
lieve congestion. in» the academic 
building.

In view of all these blessed 
promises, let the Christian enter 
into the life of peace and victory.

Now let us learn how to walk in 
the light. 


II, How to Live Victoriously 
Every Day 


Let me give some simple rules 
which are, if followed sincerely 
and from the heart, the certain 
road to daily victory—victory over 
sin, victory over defeat, victory 
over discouragement and every 
trial and trap set by Satan. 


1. Confess Before God and Judge 
Every Sin the Moment It 
Becomes Known to You 


Keep short accounts with God! 
Do not wait until you have back- 
slidden, lost your joy and have fal- 
len into worldliness and open 
and coarser sins. Make it a rule 
of your life that the moment God 
shows you failure or sin in your 
life, that you will confess and for- 
sake it.

works. “For if we would judge 
ourselves, Wwe should not be 
judged” (I Cor, 11:31). 


2. Daily Meditation and Feeding 
on the Word of God Gives 
Light and Strength for 
Victory 


Two verses in Psalm 119 tell us 
how valuable is the Word of God 
in overcoming sin. Verse 9 Says, 
“Wherewithal shall a young man 
cleanse his way? by taking heed 
thereto according to thy word.” 


Every young man who sets out, 
day by day, to find from the 
Word of God God’s rules of con- 
duct and God’s blessed truths as 
applied to his life, can “cleanse 
his way.” 

Verse 11 in the same Psalm 
says, “Thy word have I hid in 
mine heart, that I might not sin 
against thee.” 


Here we see that it is important 
for a Christian to memorize Scrip- 
tures, to learn what God says and 
meditate on it in the heart. Then 
the Word of God, hidden in the 
heart, comes to the conscience in 
time of stress and temptation and

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reminds one, ‘‘Don’t do that! That 
is a sin.” 


When some great temptation 
comes, it is too late to search for 
God’s warning. Hide it in the 
heart ahead of time, if you would 
have help when you need it to 
keep your heart from sin. 


A few years ago several of us, 
as guests of a Christian sports- 
men’s group, went to the Rocky 
Mountains to hunt. We wanted a 
erizzly bear¢ So we bought an out- 
law horse for $25 and used him 
as a pack horse (with many tribu- 
lations because of his rebellion) to 
pack camp goods up into the high 
Rockies, just east of Yellowstone 
Park. The outlaw horse was then 
shot and used as bait for Mr. 
Grizzly Bear, Many times we went 
to visit the bear bait to see if 
Mr. Grizzly had come to eat his 
fill of the decaying carcass. I as- 
sure you that every time we came 
with the 30-30 rifle loaded and 
cocked. Should we come face to 
face with a giant grizzly as big as 
a horse, the most murderous beast 
on this continent, it would be too 
late to load the gun. 

O Christian, keep your gun 
loaded! Then when you meet the 
Devil going about as a roaring lion 
seeking whom he may devour, you 
can defend yourself against him 
with the sword of the Spirit. Medi- 
tate on the Word of God, hide it 
in your heart, and you will be 
forewarned and forearmed against 
temptation. 

In the high priestly prayer of 
Jesus, the Saviour prayed for all 
of us, “Sanctify them through thy 
truth: thy word is truth” (John 
17:17). A Christian can be set 
apart for God by the Word of 
God. 


Paul gave the same holy injunc- 
tion to the preachers at Ephesus. 
“I commend you to God, and to 
the word of his grace, which is 
able to build you up, and to give 
you an inheritance among all them 
which are sanctified” (Acts 20: 
32). 


The really victorious life is the 
life that is grounded on the Word 
of God, that feeds on the Word 
of God, that is cleansed by the 
blessed Word of God. 

We are told in Ephesians 5:25 
and 26 that “. . . Christ also loved 
the church, and gave himself for 
it; That he might sanctify and 
cleanse it with the washing of 
water by the word.” So, let every 
Christian read all of the Bible, 
read much of it every day, hide 
it in his heart, obey it, love it, 
meditate upon it day and night. 
That is an essential part of the 
Sure road to daily victory. 


3. Avoid the First Steps That 
Would Lead to Sin 


We are told in I Thessalonians 
9:22, “Abstain from all appear- 
ance of evil,” or “abstain from 
every form of evil.” I think the 
idea here is not only that we 
should keep the appearance of do- 
ing right but also make sure we 
shun the approach to evil. It is 
true that we ought to provide 
things honest in the sight of all 
men. But I think this Scripture 
means more than that. It means, 
surely, that a Christian should 
avoid the outlying area of sin, 
avoid the steps that would lead to 
sin. 

A few weeks ago a mother, who 
was sending her brilliant young 
Christian son to a modernistic 
school, asked me to pray for her 
son. They wanted him to have the 
courses offered in this school 
where the verbal inspiration of the 
Bible is denied; where the virgin 
birth, the bodily resurrection, the 
atoning death of Christ is mocked. 
She wanted me to pray that her 
boy would stay true to the faith, 
despite the certain temptation he 
was voluntarily entering. I told 
her I would pray for the boy but 
that [I had no assurance that God 
would answer such a prayer after 
they - deliberately subjected the 
young man to such temptation, I 
know how to raise young people 
aS sound Christians, well estab- 
lished in the faith, and able to re- 
Sist all the foolish and wicked 
blandishments-of modernism. But 
the only way I know to do that is 
to rear them right, without put- 
ting them into deliberate temp- 
tation in such matters. Then they 
will be strong and reliable and

able to meet whatever comes in 
the course of duty. I do not be- 
lieve that a Christian can always 
overcome a temptation when. he 
has deliberately walked into the 
temptation. 

David could have avoided the 
sin of adultery, but it is very pos- 
sible that he could not have avoid- 
ed it after he had brought Bath- 
sheba to his roof top in the night 
and dallied and petted with an- 
other man’s wife. David could 
have avoided murdering his good 
friend and faithful servant, Uriah, 
but I do not know that he could 
have avoided it after he had com- 
mitted adultery with the man’s 
wife and felt compelled to hide it. 
Lot could have avoided incest with 
his daughters, but he could not 
avoid it after he was drunk and 
did not know what was going on. 

Young men have told me of 
harrowing temptation and shame- 
ful defeat in sex temptation. I 
have told them, as I now tell you, 
that the place to have victory is 
before you read the dirty story, 
before you look at the lewd pic- 
ture, before your mind dwells on 
forbidden topics, before you neck 
and pet and unduly stimulate sex 
desire and set the fires of Hell 
burning in your own breast. Yes, a 
Christian can live a happy, vic- 
torious life, but he cannot do that 
and play with sin. 

Children who do not want to 
start fires should not play with 
matches. The girl who does not 
want to fall in love with, and mar- 
ry a drunkard,. should make up 
her mind never to have a date 
with a boy who drinks, or with a 
boy or man unworthy to be her 
husband, You who do not want to 
follow the lewd practices of the 
movie stars and have the shameful 
blight of daily defeat by sin, 
should not look on the silver 
screen with its tainted pictures, 
its false standards, its deceitful 
lusts. If you put yourself in the 
company of the wicked, immoral 
stars of Hollywood, you will soon 
be living as they live, and your 
heart will be shamed over your 
defeat. 


In Joshua, chapter 7, we have 
the story of the sin and ruin that 
came to Achan. He took a Baby- 
lonish garment and a wedge of 
gold of fifty shekels weight and 
two hundred pieces of silver. The 
progress of sin is illustrated in 
his words, “When I saw among 
the spoils a goodly Babylonish 
garment, and two hundred shekels 
of silver, and a wedge of gold of 
fifty shekels weight, then I cov- 
eted them, and took them; and, 
behold, they are hid in the earth 
in the midst of my tent, and the 
Silver under it” (Josh. 7:21). 

Note the deadly course of sin, 
“Isaw...I coveted... and took 

. they are hid.” First we look 
on sin. Then we want sin. Then 
we take sin. Then we excuse it, lie 
about it, hide it, I cannot promise 
any Christian that he will not take 
the forbidden things if he first 
looks on them, then grows to covet 
them. So let every Christian start 
out to avoid the very appearance 
of evil, to avoid the steps that will 
lead to sin. This is the road of 
victory. 


4. Seek to Follow the Blessed Will 
of God in Every Detail 

This rule is akin to the one 

mentioned above. But the one who 


sets out to do the will of God in}{ 


everything can have God’s help jn 
time of need. 

Years ago in Dallas, Texas, a 
young man in the church of which 
I was pastor felt the call of God 
to preach. A business opportunity 
came his way, a good job, fast 
promotion, a good salary. He tried 
the newspaper business and 
seemed to prosper in it, but he did 
not prosper spiritually. Preoccu- 
pation with his work, missing 
church services, neglect of Bible 
study and prayer, a heart growing 
cold toward soul winning followed, 
and then, finally, drink and the 
conscicusness that he had drifted 
far from the will of God and the 
blessing of God. 

I remember when he came for- 
ward in a public service to lay his 
life- again upon the altar. With 
many tears he said to me, “Broth- 
er Rice, I cannot even be a good 
Christian if I do not preach the 
Gospel as God has commanded 
me!”’ 


He had learned the hard Jesson | 
that if you do not obey the will of 
God you cannot have God’s 
strength, God’s victory, God's help 
in overcoming temptation. 

I know that the dear Lord has 
a way whereby the man who has 
been a slave to drink can be utter- | 
ly freed from it and live a victori- 
ous life, with never again a touch 
of liquor, but a life of sobriety and 
holy example for others, a life of 
sweet fellowship and rich useful- 
ness. I have seen many a drunkard 
saved and transformed, and I have 
seen the victory that God has giv- 
en over such temptations, But I 
say frankly—-as I have found it 
necessary tc tell many a drinking 
man—that I cannot guarantee 
victory over drink if he holds onto 
cigarettes, I cannot guarantee that 
God will give victory over the lust 
for liquor if he still makes money 
his god, if he does not take time 
for the Bible, time to pray, and 
does not have a heart to win souls. 
The only way wherein lies full and 
complete victory day by day is the 
life of obedience to the will of God. 

That is the reason it is so desper- 
ately important for every Chris- 
tian to listen to the still small 
voice, the monitoring of the Holy 
Spirit .within. The blessed Holy 
Spirit is sent to comfort, to guide, 
to warn the believer. Thank God, 
this holy Comforter and Guide 
lives within our. bodies. He helps 
us pray, He helps us live victor- 
iously. But the Scripture plainly 
commands not only ‘‘Walk in the 
spirit” (Gal. .5:16) and ‘“... be 
filled with the Spirit” (Eph. 5:18),

may have strength for every need 
by constant prayer, Anyone who 
follows the will of God and who 
really wants to do right can have 
grace to do right. But it is only by 
vconstant prayer that one may have 
such strength. I urged upon this 
troubled Christian that he take 
time to pray in the morning, then 
simply go aside once every hour, 
as long as necessary, to confess 
his weakness, to plead with God 
for strength, to wait on God until 
he had sweet assurance of God's 
help. 

He tried that plan and found 
himself wonderfully, happily vic- 
torious. He said, “I promise God 
that I will pray every half hour if 
need be, or every fifteen minutes, 
just so He will help me to gain 
the victory in this matter.” Soon 
the fight was won, the filthy habit 
was broken, and the Christian 
man, who had a Christian heart, 
had now also a good Christian 
testimony. 

Simon Peter missed the point of 
the solemn warning Jesus gave 
him and fell into sin. The Lord 
Jesus said, “Watch and pray, that 
ve enter not into temptation: the 
spirit indeed is willing, but the 
flesh is weak” (Matt. 26:41). If 
Peter had watched and prayed as 
he should have, his weak flesh 
would not have led him into lying, 
denying Jesus and cursing and 
swearing. The right kind of con- 
tinual waiting on God in prayer 
would have given Peter the 
strength to do right, 

God is a strong tower of refuge 
for those who run to Him regu- 
larly, in every need, in every 
temptation. 

This way of perfect peace and 
victory through taking everything 
to God in prayer is taught in 
Philippians 4:6, 7, “Be careful for 
nothing; but in every thing by 
prayer. and supplication with 
thanksgiving let your requests be 


made known unto God. And the 
peace of God, which passeth all 
understanding, shall keep your 
hearts and minds through Christ 
Jesus.’ God’s peace, like a strong 
garrison of soldiers, keeps and de- 
fends the heart and keeps it in 
perfect fellowship and victory if 
we take every burden, every 
trouble, every temptation to God 
in prayer with supplication and 
thanksgiving. So then, dear Chris- 
tian, learn to ‘‘pray without ceas- 


ing.” 


Have we trials and temptations? 
Is there trouble anywhere? 

Jesus knows our ev’ry weakness, 
Take it to the Lord in prayer. 


6. Fervent Soul-Winning Effort 
Helps to Keep One Straight, 
Brings God’s Blessing 
in Fellowship 

All we have said before about 
living a victorious life comes to a 
climax in the matter of soul win- 
ning. We know that soul winning 
is the one matter dearest to the 
heart of God. “This is a faithful 
saying, and worthy of all accepta- 
tion, that Christ Jesus came. into 
the world to save. sinners” (I Tim. 
1:15), Jesus Himself said about 
Zacchaeus, “For the Son of man 
is come to seek and to save that 
whicn was lost” (Luke 19:10). We 
are told that in Heaven the one 
thing that caus®s rejoicing is the 
salvation of a sinner. “I say unto 
you, that likewise joy shall be in 
heaven over one sinner that re- 
penteth more than over ninety 
and nine just persons, which need 
no repentance” (Luke 15:7). If 
you want to do the thing that is 
most important, then win souls. If 
you want to be occupied with the 
thing that pleases God most, then 
win souls. | 

First of all, soul winning is such 
a worthy goal that it makes all of 
life wortn living, makes any in- 
cidental pleasures of worldliness 


and sin seem worse than. useless 
if they hinder the blessed work of 


winning souls. To be absorbed in |. 


the greatest task in the world and 
have all one’s powers, all one’s 
energy and enthusiasm harnessed 
in this great work certainly does 
simplify the matter of living right. 
Everything seems to fall into 
proper focus when one gets to do- 
ing the greatest business in the 
world. Many Christians, seeking 
the trifling pleasures of the world, 
are trapped by devices of Satan 
because they do not have an all- 
consuming passion that makes it 
worth while to live right, worth 
while to pray. 

Some of us have worked on a 
farm and have driven big teams of 
four or six horses or mules. I 
assure you, many lessons can be 
learned from horses. 

What a task it is to drive four 
horses to an empty wagon when 
they are hitched with two as a 
lead team, and two as wheel hors- 
es. If the driver does not watch, 
the lead team will slow down too 
much and the singletrees will hit 
their heels, or the tongue of the 
wagon will poke them in the rump 
and there will be a startled horse 
kicking in surprise and the whole 
team upset! Or, if the lead team 
goes too fast, they will pull the 
wagon up on the heels of the 
wheel team and they will bump 
their legs on the singletrees, Or, 
the wheel team will not follow the 
lead team exactly and so there 
may come a mix-up. But just put 
several tons of weight on the 
wagon and in a moment all the 
difficulties are gone. Each horse 
buckles down to his job and they 
automatically stay in line. The 
wheel team cannot pull the wagon 
fast enough to run the tongue into 
the lead team. The lead team can- 
not pull the wagon up on the heels 
of the wheel team. 

So it is that a great goal and a 
tremendous occupation with the 
most serious and blessed thing in 
the world can straighten out ev- 
erything in the life of a Christian.

beautiful princess was walking 
down a country lane, and a very 
handsome prince dressed in royal 
apparel came up behind her, drop- 
ped on his knees and proposed 
marriage. Looking up into her 
eyes he said, 

“If only I could have thee, I 
would never want another. Will 
you give me your hand in mar- 
riage?” 

She looked at the prince and re- 
plied, “Down the road about a 
mile my sister is following. She 
is far more beautiful than I. You 
go look at her, and if after hav- 
ing seen her you still desire me, 
I’ll give you my answer.” 

The very handsome prince got 
up and ran down the road. After 
about an hour he came running 
back, a look of great disappoint- 
ment on his face. He said to the 
beautiful princess, 

“Why did you tell me that your 
sister was more beautiful than 
you? Why, she’s not to be com- 
pared with you in beauty.” 


The princess replied, “I know 
that, but didn’t you say that if 
only you could have me you would 
never want another? If that is 
true, why did you even bother to 
go look at my sister?” 


Is that not true of most of us? 
We say, “Lord, Thou art the fair- 
est of ten thousand.

In Disposition 


Are we not guilty of inconsis- 
tency in this matter of our dis- 
position? A Christian should be 
the most joyful person on the 
face of God’s earth. We Chris- 
tians should have sweet words and 
wholesome relationships with: our 
loved ones and the people with 
whom we work. There should be 
a smile on our faces and a song 
in our hearts, and every word that 
comes over our lips should be 
one of praise and joy and re- 
joicing. Yet too many of us reserve 
our sweet words of commendation 
for people in a position to advance 
us and who can add to our gain, 
and we use our grouchiest words 
and words of criticism and sting- 
ing words for our wives and our 
children and those closest to us. 


The grouchy persons are legion. 
The grouchy person and the grum- 
bling person can be found every- 
where. The growling person can 
be found in our Bible institutes 
and Christian colleges and univer- 
sities. The growler can be found 
on the faculty. The growler can 
be found in the family circle. The 
growler can be found in the pew, 
and the growler can be found even 
in the pulpit. The mother growler

Soon, 
sweating and panting, they were 
glad enough to stop. I drove back 
to the edge of the field, got my 
furrow running straight and had 
no more trouble with the young 
mules, 

You see, many a young mule of 
a Christian gets off the track un- 
less he gets some consuming pas- 
sion that is worth giving up ev- 
erything else for. Soul winning is 
the one greatest thing in the 
world. What is there in all the 
universe that one could do which 
would have a reward for millions 
of years to come, like soul win- 
ning? 


I do not wonder that the Bible 
says, “. .. he that winneth souls is 
wise” (Prov. 11:30). He is not 


only wise for the next world, but 
wise for this world because it will 
save much heartbreak, it will still 
the siren voices that would mis- 
lead him and will give him 
strength to resist temptation. The 
soul winner has the best chance in 
the world to live a life of victory. 

The truth is that God cares so 
much for His soul winners that He 
puts a protecting wall about them. 


In John 15:2 Jesus said, “Every 
branch in me that beareth not 
fruit he taketh away: and 


every branch that beareth fruit, 
he .purgeth it, that it may 
bring forth more fruit.” The Chris- 
tian who does not win souls may 
be handicapped, he may be turned 
over to temptation. But every 
branch that bears fruit is purged 
by the loving hand of the Hus- 
bandman so that it may bring 
forth more fruit. Oh, how dear to 
God are the soul winners who en- 
ter into the burden of Jesus for 
dying sinners! 

When the Israelites were 
brought out of Egypt to go into 
the land of Canaan, God gave 
some very strict instructions. In 
the siege of any city, God said, 
“Only the trees which thou know- 
est that they be not trees for 
meat, thou shalt destroy and cut 
them down. . .” (Deut. 20:20). 


If they needed logs to make 
trenches or bulwarks against a 
city, they could cut down oak trees 
or the trees which did not bear 
fruit. But fruit trees must be 
saved. By this God meant, surely, 
to give a spiritual lesson to Is- 
rael and to us. God loves His fruit 
trees! God will protect His fruit 
trees from the destroying hand 
that is turned against fruitless 
Christians. 


The Christian who does not 
win souls lives in disobedience.

The church growlers 
growl about one another and 
growl about the sermons and 
growl about the preacher; and the 
preacher growls about the people 
in the pews, the indifference in 
their hearts. 

Ah, we have become a nation 
of growlers, a church of growlers. 
Our dispositions are not sweet. 
We are inconsistent. It is a won- 
derful thing once in a while to 
come upon a man who is facing 
the problems of life with a smile 


on his face and victory in his: 


soul. He makes no complaints, but 
he presses on until the victory is 
won. 

Driving through the state of 
Ohio I saw on a tombstone the 
name of a fellow by the name of 
“Gripe.” I would like to recom- 
mend we enlarge Mr. Gripe’s 
grave, and we find all of the grow- 
lers and all the gripers in the 
churches and the schools and in 
the Lord’s work and in the homes, 
and put them all in the grave, 
close it up, and say, “Here lie the 
growlers of the world.”

It’s time for us to face this 
matter of our sour dispositions 
and call it sin, Don’t talk to me 
about modernism, Don’t talk to 
me about the movies. Don’t say 
to me that you have a church 
where you do not allow anybody 
who smokes to teach Sunday 
School, You ‘yourself are a con- 
Stant growler and sour in your 
disposition. Growling and a sour 
disposition are as much sin in 
the sight of God as those things 
you label worldly. 

I want you to put your little 
spiritual umbrellas away. People 
come to my meeting, put up their 
little umbrellas and say, “Didn’t 
he skin them tonight!” and every- 
thing falls on everybody else. 
Well, you put your little umbrellas 
under the seat, because I have 
something to say to all of you. 


In Convictions 


We are sometimes not consis- 
tent in our convictions. It is wrong 
to smoke. It is wrong to go to 
the movies. It’s wrong to look 
at television. They are detrimental 
to our spiritual welfare. Nobody 
much preaches about television, 
but it is going to become one of 
the greatest menaces to. the 
church in our generation. Many 
places cannot have a Sunday night 
service because of it. There are 
some here tonight who have let 
down the bars in the matter of 
their convictions. They have gone 
back into the world and lost thew 
testimony. 

Some of us are inconsistent 
when it comes to preaching our 
convictions. Many preachers are 
preparing their sermons on top 
ot the bread box. They are afraid 
that if they ring the changes on 
sin and point the finger and say, 
“Thou art the man,” somebody in 
the pew who is a liberal giver 


might get offended and no longer { 


put his money into the church. 
Now we need to go to God in 
sackcloth and ashes if, anywhere 
along the line, we have compro- 
mised in our convictions. Be a man 
of convictions, and stand by them, 
and live by them and never com- 
promise. Be consistent in your 
convictions. 


In the Use of Talents 


We can be accused of being in- 
consistent in the use of our tal- 
ents. There are some people here 
who could preach, but they do 
not preach. There are some people 
here who can teach, but they do 
not teach. There are some laymen 
here who can win souls, but they 
do not win souls. There are some 
people here who can sing, but 
they do not sing. There are peo- 
ple here who can visit, but they 
do not visit. There are some peo- 
ple here who have great power 
and great wealth and great tal- 
ents for God, but they do not use 
them. You sing “Standing on the 
promises,” and I believe half the 
time you think it means “sitting 
on the premises.” 


Every Christian should use ev- 
ery talent that God has given 
him every hour of the day, of the 
week, of the month and of the 
year until Jesus comes. If you are 
the type of Christian that runs 
in spurts, who gets all hepped up 
during the revival meeting and 
goes to church and serves God 
for about a month, and then falls 
by the wayside, you are guilty 
of inconsistency in the use of 
vour talents, 


In Devotional Life 

Many of us are guilty in the 
matter of inconsistency in our de- 
votional life. There aren’t very 
many Christians who read their 
Bibles every day. Sometimes we 
read out of a sense of duty, but 
we should read our Bibles every 
day to let God speak to our

hearts; not to sermonize, but to/ 
mull over it and chew it. 

If a person will spend fifteen 
minutes a day reading the Bible, 
he can read five pages a day in 
Scofield Bible, and that’s reading 
very slowly. If you spend fifteen 
minutes a day with God reading 
the Bible, you can read through 
the New Testament every sixty- 
seven days, and you can read 
through the whole Bible every nine 
months. But you see, it is con- 
sistency. It is every day reading. 
the Bible. It is every day getting 
alone with God and having your 
private prayer. It is every day 
having a family altar. It is consis- 
tency in talking to God in prayer, 
and reading the Bible and letting 
God talk to you. 

Too many Oof.us have a family 
altar that goes good for a month 
and then we let it die out. Too 
many of us read the Bible every 
other day, every three days. Too 
many of us allow sermon prepa- 
ration and budget raising and 
building programs to keep us a- 
way from our quiet time with 
God. A preacher is more than a 
maker of sermons; he is a maker 
of men. You can not make godly 
men and men of faith until you 
make yourself a man of God and 
a man of faith first; and you 
will only do that as you go to 
your knees and read your Bible 
and get alone with God. 


r In the Use of Our Tongues 

We can be aecused of being in- 
consistent in the matter of using 
our tongues. Gossiping is terrible. 
A gossiper is deadly, as deadly as 
a little child with a loaded re- 
volver, as deadly as a drunken 
driver with a high-powered auto- 
mobile. Gossiping has 
churches. Gossiping has rendered 
preachers powerless. Gossiping has 
ruined the work of God in many 
places. And we preachers preach 
against it. Then we sit down at a 
conference table during Founder’s 
Week and have fried preacher all 
week long. We criticize and talk 
about other men of God. That is 
all the conversation many people 
have. 

God says that inconsistency with 
the tongue is wrong. It is wrong 
always to do idle talking. It is 
wrong for students to stand a- 
round talking about comic books 
when they ought to be talking 
about the Word of God, or for 
them always to be joking and 
laughing and engaging in frivo- 
lous, light talk. When I went 
to school there were lots of fel- 
lows who never talked anything 
that was sensible. Paul exhorts 
us to redeem the time, for the 
days are evil. There is no time 
to be wasted using our tongues 
in idle talk. 

I bought a cheap fountain pen 
one time—it cost me ninety-eight 
cents. I even received directions 
with that fountan pen, and the 
directions read like this: “When 
this pen begins to run too freely, 
it is a sign that it is almost emp- 
ty.” You get the point? When- 
ever a Christian is always talk- 
ing nonsense, idle chatter, incon- 
sistent with his tongue, put it 
down that he is almost empty. 

Most of you here will never be 
great preachers, and many will 
never be called to the mission 
field, but I will tell you one 
thing that can characterize the 
life of everyone in this audience. 
It can be said of you that you are 
a consistent, faithful, steadfast 
Christian. That you can be, if 
you want to be. If you are, you 
will be rewarded at the judgment 
seat of Christ. It will be “Well 
done, thou good and faithful ser- 
vant.” Not how many souls you 
have won to Christ, or how many 
revivals you have conducted, or 
how many throngs of people have 
turned out to hear you; but the 
thing that Jesus will reward will 
be faithfulness. The most humble 
saint can receive his ‘W. D.’ 
degree if he wants it, for all of us 
can be faithful. 


Secondly, we Christians, we who 
are in places of responsibility, 
Sunday School teachers and lead- 
ers in the church, we who are 
respectable Christians, we are 
guilty of

one another, envying one another” 
(Gal. 5:26). The Bible says, “A 
sound heart is the life of the 
flesh: but envy the rottenness of 
the bones” (Prov. 14:30), 

There are many here tonight, 
including this preacher, who have 
bowed their heads in shame and 
confessed that some time in their 
lives their faces expressed and 
they allowed to spue out of their 
mouths that which revealed hearts 
that were filled with jealousy. 
There is probably not a person in 
this crowd that has not been jeal- 
ous of another preacher, another 
worker, someone he is acquainted 
with, 

Jealousy gets great delight out 
of the failure of someone else. 
Jealousy is displeased with the 
success of someone else. The Devil 
was jealous of God, and oh, how 
it expressed itself in his old 
nature when he said, “I will as- 
cend into heaven, I will exalt my 
throne above the stars of God: 
1 will sit also upon the mount of 
the congregation ...I will be like 
the most High” (Isa. 14: 13, 14). 
Jealousy, when it comes out in 
vour life, is a definite expression 
of the old self nature, and is 
evidence that vou are not filled 
with the Holy Ghost. 

Cain was jealous of his brother 
Abel, and what happened? He kill- 
ed his brother, for he hated him. 
Jealousy is like that. If a man has 
a jealous heart, he begins to hate 
his brother in the Lord; and God 
m His Word says we should love 
one another. Joseph’s' brothers 
were jealous of him, and it di- 
vided the family. We need to. be 
a united people; but when people 
are jealous of one another, it di- 
vides the body of Christ. You can 
not win victories for God in that 
manner, 

saul was jealous of David. The 
people began to sing that Saul 
had slain his thousands but David 
his -tens of thousands, and the 
first opportunity Saul had, he 
threw a javelin at David, trying 
to pin him against the wall. That 
is what jealousy will do. It will 
cause a man to try to kill one of 
his own soldiers. When no one 
else would go to fight Goliath, 
David said, “God will deliver him 
into my hands,’ and he went out 
with a slingshot and a stone and 
delivered Israel. The very boy who 
had won his victories, Saul tried 
to pin to the wall with a javelin. 

As Christian workers, how long 
is it going to take us to stop shoot- 
ing down our own soldiers? How 
long is it going to take you to 
stop being jealous of some other 
pastor who is doing more than 
you are doing, winning more souls 
than you are, preaching to bigger 
crowds than you are preaching to? } 
How long is it going to take us 
to realize that we don’t all have 
the same talents; that God has 
ordained and endowed some men 
with five talents and some with 
only one? How long is it going to 
take us to stop criticizing and con- 
demning and talking about other 
leaders in the Lord’s work, all 
because we are sorry God didn’t 
put us up there in the pédsition 
that they are in? 

Miriam and Aaron were jealous 
of Moses, and what happened? 
Miriam was stricken with leprosy 
and it stopped the camp of Israel 
for seven days. For seven days, 
while they waited for Miriam’s re- 
covery, they didn’t march. The 
church is a marching church. The 
church is going through the wild- 
erness now. The church has its 
armor on. But i know of nothing 
that will stop revival and hinder 
the Lord’s work in our generation 
more than jealousy among God’s 
people. It will stop the army. It 
will divide the camp. It will cause 
our wheels to stop rolling. It will 
cause the gospel trumpet to blast 
forth sour notes. It will paralyze 
the limbs that are carrying the 
Gospel. We can’t afford to have 
one ounce of jealousy in our 
hearts. 

If you are guilty of the sin of 
jealousy, how can you get rid of 
it? Judge it and confess it, and get 
down and pray for the one you are 
jealous of. 

F,. B. Meyer, at one time, found 
that many of his church members 
were going over to hear G. Camp- 
bell Morgan, and Meyer was jeal- 
ous, He relates that the only way 


he got victory over his sin was to 
get down and pray for Mr. Mor- 
gan, And, friend, the only way you 
are going to get victory over 
jealousy is to start praying for 
the person you are jealous of. 
When you put the work of the 
Lord Jesus Christ ahead of your 
own selfish desire for glory and 
exaltation and advancement, there 
can be no jealousy in your heart 
when you see souls being saved 
under the other man’s ministry. 
You are not right with God if vou 
cannot rejoice over the salvation 
of souls under the ministry of 
some other man. 

You won't have any jealousy in 
your heart if you stop long e- 
nough to count your own bless- 
ings. I cannot be jealous when I 
see what God has done for me, 
what God has given to me. I could 
never be jealous of Billy Gra- 
ham, he has done so much for 
us other evangelists. Every great 
meeting he holds is a help to 
every other evangelist in the 
world. Every great building that 
is built, every great budget that 
is subscribed, every great victory 
won inthe church is going to help 
your church, 

If you have a jealous streak in 
your soul, count your own bless- 
ings, and see what God has done 
for you. You won’t have jealousy 
remain in your life very long 
after that.

The Sin of a Compassionless 
Heart for Souls 


Preacher, how long has it been 
Since you have left your-study and 
knocked on the door in the neigh- 
borhood to talk to a man about 
his soul? Many preachers today 
are not even preaching. soul-win- 
ning sermons. Many of you 
preachers have fed the saints un- 
til they have the gout. How long 
has it been since you got out of 
your Greek lexicon and went out 
and won a soul to Jesus»Christ? 

The sin of the ministry is this, 
that pastors have allowed denomi- 
national programs and_ budget 
raising and building construction 
to take the place of personal soul 
Winning. As a result, they no long- 
er are preaching sermons that are 
geared to reach the lost, and many 
do not give an invitation on Sun- 
day morning for sinners to walk 
down the aisle. It has been months 
in many churches that are pas- 
tored by some of you people since 
you saw a sinner come to the 
altar and get right with God. 
Many of you have people in your 
church who do not know how to 
win a soul to Christ. Why? I'll 
tell you why. When there is no 
soul-winning fire in the pulpit, 
there will not be any in the pew. 


There is only one way we can 
take America for Christ. We are 
not going to do it with the min- 
istry 6f one man or a group of 
evangelists, Though an evangelist 
may hold an overwhelmingly suc- 
cesstul city-wide or even coun- 
try-wide evangelistic crusade, yet 
in one year’s time there will have 
been more children born physical- 
ly than there were souls born a- 
gain in that campaign. We are 
losing ground, 


How are we going to take the 
world for Jesus Christ? By get- 
ting right back to the way God 
ordained. Every Christian in this 
crowd, including every layman, ev- 
ery student, every preacher, every 
teacher, must gear his program to 
win souls to Jesus Christ. 


D. L. Moody made it the prac- 
tice of his life to witness to some- 
body every day. When I read that 
as a student here in Moody Bi- 
ble Institute, I put on my over- 
coat, filled my pockets with tracts, 
and for three solid years I walked 
the streets of Chicago. I went in 
saloons night after. night, talking 
to people about their souls. Don’t 
tell me that théy cannot be won 
for Christ. I believe there is a 
man in this crowd tonight that 
I led to Jesus Christ at 812 North 
Clark Street the first week I was 
in Moody Bible Institute. He was 
one of the worst drunkards, one 
of the worst reprobates who ever 
walked the streets of this city. To- 
night he is a respectable, respect- 
ed gentleman. There are lost souls 


within a stone’s throw of every 


‘place you will put your foot in 
this city. The greatest sin you 
can commit as a respectable Chris- 
tian is to go week after week and 
not try to win a soul to the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 


Some men have gone through 
Hell to win souls. William Carey 
got a map and put down the 
need of every country. With the 


soul, Carey said, “O God, do You 
want to use me?” And God said, 
“T want you to go.” Carey went to 
India, and for seven years he and 
Mr. Thomas, his helper, labored 
without winning a convert. After 
seven years they led a man to 
Jesus Christ who was willing to 
be baptized publicly and suffer 
persecution. They were so happy 
that Mr. Thomas temporarily lost 
his mind and couldn’t come to 
the baptismal service. Seven long 
years Carey preached before he 
won one soul to Jesus Christ. 

Wesley used to ride on horse- 
back five to seven thousand miles 
a year to Win souls, and he did 
his studying on horseback. 


When the doctor warned George 
Whitefield by saying, “Whitefield, 
you’ve got to slow down; you can 
preach only four hours a day and 
six hours on Sunday,” Whitefield 
rose from his sick bed and said, 
“Doctor, do you want me to rust 
out for God?” 


David Brainerd dragged his con- 
sumptive body into the woods of 
the upper forks of the Delaware 
and for five solid years, night and 
day, he prayed and fasted and 
preached. He loved and prayed 
and led those Indians to Jesus 
Christ. After five years he came 
staggering out of the woods to 
die in Jerusha Edwards’ arms. He 
loved her, but Brainerd loved souls 
more than he loved Jerusha Ed- 
wards. Three months after he died 
in her arms, she died too. 

I see Livingstone going into the 
heart of Africa. He heard Robert 
Moffat say, “I have often stood 
and watched the smoke rise from 


Sionary has ever been.” That gra- 
phie statement so broke Living- 
stone’s heart that he said, “‘T’ll go 
to those thousand villages, and I’ll 
go to ten thousand more with the 
help of God, and carry the Gospel 
of Jesus Christ.” He literally cut 
his way into the heart of Africa. 
I see him battling the. bush, the 
heat, the swarms of mosquitoes 
which came to eat on his flesh, 
and the thirty-one attacks of fev- 
er which struck him down. 


Men like that have gone 
through Hell to win souls to 
Christ, and many of you people 
won't walk across the street to 
talk to a soul. We have elevators, 
and planes, and trains, and cars 
and every advantage to win souls 
to Christ; but our hearts have 
grown cold, we have lost our first 
love. We are sinning the great 
sin of compassionless hearts to- 
vard the lost, 

As-I sat in Torry-Gray Auditor- 
ium today and my heart thrilled 
and pulsated with the victories 
of God, my mind went back to the 
day when Edward Kimball, a busi- 
nessman, walked into a shoe store 
in Boston to talk to D. L. Moody, 
his Sunday School pupil. He found 
the 135-pound, seventeen-year-old 
boy wrapping shoes. Kimball re- 
lated, “I put my trembling hand 
on D. L.’s shoulder and I told him 
about the love of God, and I made 
a miserable failure.” But for vears 
Mr. Moody could feel the throb 
of that warm hand. D. L. lifted 
his heart to God right there by 
the shoe racks and asked Jesus 
to save him. Because a layman 
went out to win a soul to Christ, 
this great institution, its arms 
reaching around the world, is in 
existence today. A layman, doing 
personal work, led one boy to Je- 
sus Christ. That is the most suc- 
cessful program I know of to take 
Chicago for Christ. 

Will every Christian, four thou- 
sand strong, leave this building 
tonight to go everywhere asking 
people what they think about the 
Lord Jesus Christ? One by one, 
every one of you. You pastors, go 
back to your churches and set your 
people on fire for God. What a 
tragedy if your hearts have grown 
cold for souls, 


we are guilty of the sin of incon- 
sistency, the sin of jealousy, the 
sin of a compassionless heart to- 
ward the lost souls of men! May 
God forgive .us and cleanse our 


hearts anew for His service,
